Property Class: 17-B 
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DESCRIPTION: This combination survival 
cutting tool consists of a detachable L-shaped 
handle which may be easily attached to 
a shovel plate (approximate dimension 14- 
inches square). It can also be attached to a 
saw-knife blade which has saw teeth on one 


edge and a knife edge on the opposite and 
forward edges. The item was designed with 
a maximum dimension of fourteen inches so 
that it may be included as a component item 
in the seat style emergency sustenance kits. 
Survival use: Avoid injury to self,' Remem- 
ber that the saw-knife blade has three cutting 
edges. 

Do not pry with the saw blade. It may 
break, particularly if the temperature is very 
low. 

While living in snow shelter, do not thrust 
the saw blade into wall and hang heavy ob- 
jects from the handle. Temperature differen- 
tial between ends of blade may cause blade to 
snap under weight stress. 

Store the tool inside the shelter where it 
will not be lost or damaged. The flyer can use 
it to dig his way out of the shelter as well as 
to open the ventilation holes in the door and 
roof before lighting a fire. (A description of 
this todl may be found in Report No. WOR- 
DO-670-21S "Exercise Mukluk,” pages 43- 
60 .) , •
